«XTAWA,  April  14.— The.  debate  on 
tlie  closure  resolution  was  kept  up  In 
the  House  until  shortly  after  midnight, 
when  the  adjourniTi'Cnt  was  moved  by 
Mr.  F.  Pardee,  the.  chiat-Llberal  whip, 
and  tho  House  rose. 

A  feature  of  tho  evening  aittlns:  was 
the  ralsinK  of  a  couple .  of  points  of 
order  by  A.  K.  Maclean,  having  for  their 
object  a  rullns  which  would  declare 
the  present  dtscussloii  to  bo  out  of  or- 
der. In  both  cases,  however,  the  Speak- 
er ruled  agralnst  the  junior  member  from 
Halifax.  The  points  raised  were  that 
proper  notice  had  not  been  given  of 
either  the  clo.surc  resohiiton  or  the 
moving   of    the    previous    (juestlon. 

The  Speaker  declared  that  the  neces- 
sary two  dp.y.s'  notice  had  been  given 
of  the  re.soUiilon  and  that  no  notice 
was  reciulred  ip  .connection  with  the 
moving  of  the  previous  question. 

Only   Opposition  Speakers 

The  speaking  was  again  confined  to 
Opposition.  Hon.  Frank  Oliver  and 
Hon.  R.  Leniieu.v  occjpled  the  time  up 
to  6  o'clock.  In  the  evening  O.  Tur- 
geon,  K.  B.  Devlin,  A.  K.  Maclean,  Hon, 
O.  P.  Graham  and  Thomas  McXutt 
spoke    in    turn. 

The  speakers  one  and  all  declared 
that  In  Introducing  the  new  rules  the 
Oo\ernmeni  was  striking  a  blow  at  the 
rights  of  the  minority.  All  prevlo\is 
against  the  moving  of  tho  previous 
i|ueslion  hpfore  .Sir  Wilfrid  baurler  was 
allowt'd    to   .speak.

Going  on  record  to  the  effect  that  it 
would  be  extremely  unwise  at  thl.s  time, 
even  If  the  city  could  do  so,  to  inter- 
fere with  the  arrangements  made  last 
year  whereby  steps  were  taken  to  grant 
to  the  F^ederal  Government  the  water 
front  lands  between  Ogden  Point  and 
the  Outer  Wharf  property  for  break- 
water and  harbor  facilities,  or  take  any 
steps  to  prevent  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment from  issuing  the  order-in- 
council  transferring  such  land  from  the 
city  to  the  l>ominion  as  provided  for  In 
legislation  pa.ssed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature.  the  City 
Council  last  night  adopted  the  report  of 
the  special  committee  appointed  to  look 
Into  the  matter  of  tho  arrangements 
made  last  year. 

Further,  the  Council  went  on  record 
expressing  Its  unqualified  approval  of 
the  action  of  tiie  Dominion  Government 
in  undertaking  to  provide  a  subsidy  for 
a  largo  drydock  at  Ksciulmalt,  setting 
forth  its  belief  that  the  advantages  of 
that  location  from  ever.v  .standpolni 
make  ft  tho  logical  point  at  which  a 
wr)rk  of  that  kind  will  prove  most  use- 
ful. 

This  action  of  the  Council  was  last 
night  tclegraidied  to  Mr.  O.  H.  Barnard, 
.M.I'..  K.  11.  .Shepherd.  M.P.P.t  and  to  Mr. 
H.  B.  Thomson,  M.P.P.,  and  Capt. 
Logan,  the  delegation  representing  the 
city   at  Ottawa. 

The  committee  was  appointed  Inst 
.Monday  following  the  Mayor's  cnmmu- 
nicaUon  to  the  City  Council  urging  that 
steps  be  taken  to  hold-up  the  passing 
of  an  order-in-co\mcil  by  tlie  Province 
vesting  title  to  the  waterfront  lands  in 
the  Dominion  until  such  time  as  the 
city  should  receive  an  assurance  from 
the  Dominion  that  In  return  for  the  land 
the  city  should  have  control  of  the  har- 
bor facilities.  Tills  committee,  ap- 
pointed after  a  warm  discussion,  waited 
upon  the  Government  the  next  day  and 
received  the  assurance  from  Attorney- 
General  Bowser,  that  until  Premier  Mc- 
Bride  returnetl  nothing  further  would 
be  done.  In  the  meantime  the  delega- 
tion, composed  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson, 
M.I'.P.,  and  Captain  Logan,  had  pro- 
ceeded to  Ottawa  to  urge  the  city's 
claims  to  further  expenditures  for  piers 
and  a  drydock.  The  Council  committee 
went  also  Into  the  matt«r  of  the  ar- 
rangements made  last  year  between  the 
city  and  Governmpnt,  .Mdermen  Cuth- 
bert,  Hou.'.ton  and  Dil  worth  with  the 
Mayor  being  tho  memliers  of  the  conr- 
mlttee.  Its  report  submitted  at  last 
night's  meeting  of  the  Coimcil  was 
adoptfd  as  follows  after  a  lengthy  de- 
bate:

One  subject  of  the  sponsors  is  to  en- 
courage the  back-to-the-soll  spirit,  and 
to    solve   the    educational   ap^   eofit^on^|c 


problems  of  the  country  boy.  A  part 
of  the  plan  Is  an  agricultural  college, 
which  is  endowed  with  10,000  acres  of 
tlio  land   of   tlie  colony  and  which  i«   to 

be   made  self-supporting.

"WASHINGTON,  April  14.— Persistent 
efforts  to  put  cattle  and  sheep  on  the 
free  IJst,  to  cut  the  duty  on  swine  and 
to  otherwise  alter  the  ways  and  means 
committee  tariff  revision  bill  were  de- 
feated In  the  Democratic  caucus  of  the 
House  today.  The  Democratic  leader- 
ship fight  for  the  bill  'as  reported  was 
piloted  by  Representative  Francis  Har- 
rison,  of  New    Yorki 

Representative  Logue,  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, a  new  member,  precipitated  the 
biggest  fight  of  the  day  with  an  amend- 
ment to  put  cattle  on  the  free  list. 
Cattie  and  sheep  by  the  bill  are  dutiable 
at  10  per  cent  and,  swine  at  |1.G0  a  h€ad. 

Representative  Baker,  of  California, 
n^presenlatlve  Russell,  of  Missouri,  and 
others  argued  against  free  cattle,  de- 
claring that  It  would  destroy  the  cattle- 
ralslng  Industry  In  their  States.  Rep- 
resentative Curley  declared  that  the 
United  States  might  soon  cease  to  be 
.an  exporter  of  foods.  He  said  that  the 
Argentine,  with  a  population  of  only 
9,000,000.  as  agalnat  91,000,000  In  the 
United  States,  exported  more  than  five 
tlmea  as  much  beef  and  meat  products 
aa  tha  Unltad  .States,  and  that  Urlff 
protection  In  America  could  only  benefit 
tha  trusta.

The  speaker  was  W.  P.  HInton,  of 
Winnipeg,  General  Passenger  Agent  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Itjiiiway,  who 
left  last  evening  for  Prince  Rupert  with 
Mr.  Dalrymple  and  otlier  Grand  Trunk 
officials,  who  are  going! north  on  a  trip 
of    inspection. 

"I  believe  this  w.lU  tie  the  greatest 
immlKration  year  in  the  history  of  this 
Province."  he  continued  to  a  representa- 
tive of  The  Colonist.  We  are  carrying 
large  numbers  of  settlers  Into  the 
Northern  country  on  every  boat  to 
Prince  Rupert.  These  are  h^eading  for 
points  along  the  G.  T.  P.  The  same 
thing  Is  going  on  in  the  "East.  We  are 
carrying  a  good  many  settlers  Into 
i  iritis-h  Columbia  over  the  Yellowhead 
Pass.  Th-e  agricultural  possibilities  of 
tlie  northern  section  of  the  Province 
are   ibecomlng    well    known. 

"At  present  the  O.  T.  P.  is  running 
a  regular  passenger  service  east  from 
Prince  Rtvpert  to  txyond  Hazelton.  In 
another  three  weeks  we  will  have  the 
Mne  laid  as  far  tuB  8mlthers.  This  will 
be  a  divisional  point,  and  la  sure  to 
become  an  Importamt  centre.  A  numtier 
of  tracks  and  divJalonal  facilities  will 
be  establlsihed  thera.  At  least  200  men 
win  start  work  thei'e  rtght  away,  fltting 
It  up  as  a  rallwajy  centre.  There  is  a 
fine  agricultural  area  around  that  place, 
and  ^n  a  short  time  Smithers  should  be- 
come an  Important  distributing  point  aa 
well." 


TUNNEL  UNDER  VANCOUVER 

Oanadiau  Pa«iao  Kaa  Piled  Flans  at  Ot- 
tawa for  Big  Work  to  M*  Under- 
taken at  Tarmlaal  Olty    ^ 

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  April  14.— The 
C.  P.  R.  has  filed  plans  at  Ottawa  for 
a  proposed  tunnel  under  Vancouver.  It 
will  connect  the  Inlet  and  False  Creek 
waterfronts,  will  be  nearly  a  mile  long 
and  will  coat  a  mll|lon  dollars.  The 
company  is  ready  to  begin.  It  Is  de- 
clared, when  the  plans  are  Approved  at 
Ottawa. 


BRUSSELS.  Aplrl  14. — The  great 
strike  of  working  men  in  Belgium  to 
force  the  Government  to  grant  manhood 
suffrage  began  quietly  today,  and  at  9 
o'clock  it  was  estimated  that  200,000  had 
fH'it  work.  This  number  is  at  least  100,- 
000  .short  of.  the  Socialist  predictions, 
and  the  Clerical  press  Is  beginning  to 
call   the  movement  "a  pitiable  fiasco." 

Nevertheless,  the  strike  has  shown 
greater  strength  than  was  expected  by 
impartial  observers,  and  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  numbers  increased  as  the 
day  advanced,  it  is  believed  generally 
the  strikers  will  be  reinforced  by  several 
thousand   tomorrow. 

The  strike  thus  far  has  been  un- 
marked by  disturbances  or  any  special 
Inconveniences  to  the  general  public. 
The  gas,  electric  and  street  cleaning  ser- 
vices, and  the  street  cars  and  railroads 
are  in  operation  as  usual,  but  Brussels 
merchants  say  trade  is  at-  a  standstill. 
The  city  is  full  of  the  children  of  the 
provincial  strikers,  who  are  being  cared 
for   by   the   families  of  Liberals. 

The  only  act %f  "sabotage"  occurred 
in  a  suburb,  where  three  big  machines  in 
a  leather  factory  were  damaged. 

Brussels  Is  not  an  industrial  centre. 
There  are  about  50,000  workmen  here,  of 
whom   less   than   20,000  are  out. 

Itnst  Be  Baalsted 

The  Premier,  M.  llw  Fsioqueville,  in  an 
interview  tonight,  admitted  that  If  the 
strike  dragged  on  it  might  prove  danger- 
ous by  leading  to  disorders,  but  he  said 
there  was  no  present  reason  to  fear  dis- 
turbances. 

The  Pren^ier  added  that,  while  the 
electoral  laws  ^were  not  such  that  they 
could  not  be  change<I  for  the  better,  the 
Government  could  not  allow  Itself  to  be 
coerced,  and  must  stand  firm  in  the  face 
of  menaces.  To  agree  to  the  Socialists' 
demands  would  be  to  place  an  eternal 
weapon  in  the  hands  of  the  Socialist 
party,  which  would  be  brandished  at  the 
heads  of  all  future  Governments. 

He  pointed  out  that  to  delegate  a 
commission  to  consider  a  change  In  the 
electoral  situation  probably  would  in- 
volve a  revision  of  legislation,  which 
would  open  up  great  difficulties.  In 
conclusion,  he  denied  all  rumors  of 
Cabinet  dissension,  and  declared:  "If  the 
strike  is  revolutionary  we  will  suppress 
the  riots;  if  calm.  It  will  not,  and  can- 
not, have  any  practical  results." 

M.  De  Broquevllle  further  intimated 
that  If  the  1914  elections  gave  his  party 
feredom  In  this  matter,  he  would  be 
ready  to  consider  a  change  in  the  elec- 
toral system.  He  deprecated  the  Idea 
that  the  King  would  Interfere  with 
Ministers  possessing  his  confidence.

VALENCIENNES,  France,  April  14.— 
The  Belgian  strike  haa  had  a  serious 
effect  on  the  factories  In  the  Pranoh 
frontier  districts.

.MI.V.N'EAPOLIS,  Min  .  .Spril  U.— 
Three  former  Mlnneapolif  m<Mi,  gradu- 
ates of  the  I'niversity  of  Mlnnesotn, 
are  held  prisoners  by  l-'ederal  troops  In 
Lower  ('allfornla,  as  prisoners  of  war, 
according  to  a  letter  received  tonight 
here  by  Norman  R.  Roberts,  of  this  city. 
They  are  Arthur  R.  Barke.  Harold  L. 
Downing  and  Ralph  Claweon,  -  The  let- 
ter was  written  by  Downing  and  amug- 
gled  through  the  lines  by  brtbbif  «, 
Mexican   boy.  , 

The  thjee  men  were  engaged  in"  busi- 
ness in'  Siici  Diego,  Cal..  and  while 
Claw'son  was  on  a  buaineas  trti^  In  Mex' 
ieo  two  montha  ago,  he  Vkn  (;aptured 
br  titandite.  He  succeeded  In  getting 
word  of  his  plight  to  his  friends  la.  San 
Diego,  and  they  set  out  to  secure  his 
release.  They  claim  they  accomplished 
thl«  by  bribery.  I*ater  they  were  cap- 
tured by  Federals  and  held  on  a  charge 
of  ateallng  a  horse.,  "fhey  succeeded  In 
making  their  escape,  but  Barke  was 
shot  In  the  thigh  by  a  Mexican  «(>ldler, 
and  they  were  recaptured  and  taken  to 
the   fort  at  Ensenada,   where   they  were 


kept  for  nearly  a  month.  They  escaped 
and  started  for  Sonora.  but  after  wan- 
dering through  the  mountaln«  for  five 
days,  came  to  the  IKtle  mining  town 
of  Guadalupe,  where  they  found  .Kob::.. 
ert  Burceas,  a  graduate  of  the  engineer- 
ing depart  ^of  Minnesota  University, 
who  gave  them  passports.  But  In  the 
meantime  the  Government  had  changed 
and  the  passports  were  worthless.  They 
then  were  recaptured,  and  when  the 
letter  was  written  they  were  held  at 
Real  Castillo,  about  forty  miles  from 
the    line.      In   closing,    the   letter  says: 

"We  are  going  to  make  a  run  for  the 
mountains  In  a  night  or  two.

The  almost  cvjnttnual  trouble  which 
has  occurred  over  thr  contract  ?!rict  tlir 
ftrst  quarterly  report  on  the  progress 
of  the  work  as  submitted  by  Mr.  Wynn 
Meredith  In  April  oS^  \a.st  year,  is 
fresh  In  the«  minds  of  the  public.  At 
the  expiration  of  the  first  six  months 
period,  the,  suggestion  was  debated  In 
council  session  of  the  advisability  of 
putting  the  compejiy  off  the  work,  and. 
In  fact,  the  water  commissioners  served 
the  compajiy  -with  notice  to  vacate  the 
work.

The   mone.v   Is    to    be   given 
for  a  specific   purpose   and    that   inirpo.se 
has    been    defined    not    by    the    Govern- 
ment   of    the    United    Kingdom    but      by 
the;  Government  of  Canada,  and   it  must 
be    approved    by    the    Canadian     Tarlla- 
ment     before    the     money     can     be     paid 
o^er.      It    will    be  accepted    by    the   Brit- 
ish   Oovernment    to    be       used       as    ear- 
marked   by    Canada.      This    is   not   a   vio- 
lation    of    the    principles    of    autonomy 
but   an    exercise    of    them.

Canada   sent   men   at    her   own   ex- 
peuRe    to    South    Africa    to    be    employed 
In    war   a.s    the    British    \\'ar   office   mlgrht 
think    best.       Xo    one      i-uggested       tliat 
Canada  thereby  .sacrificed  a  shr^d  of  her 
aut<)noni.\.       \\'o     were    not       even       con- 
sulted   as    to    the    terms    of    peace;    but 
no    one    claimed     that    we    should     have 
l)fen    because  Canadian   blood   anfl    ireaH- 
ure    had    been    spent    in    maintaining   the 
i'restlge    of     the    Empire. 

Under  lhe.=e  circumstances  we  submit 
ttiat,  after  they  have  placed  on  record 
their  views  upon  the  question,  the  sen- 
.slhle,  patriotic  course  for  the  Liberals 
to  purstie  would  he  to  accept  the  Naval 
IMll.  Of  course,  if  they  are  simply 
working  for  political  advantage,  the 
reasoning  above  advanced  will  have  no 
weiRht  with  them,  but  we  believe  It  will 
with  the  majority  of  tlie  people  of 
Canada.

The  prospects  for  peace  in  Europe  are 
good.  This  is  borne  out  not  only  by 
the  news  dlspatcTios,  but  by  private  in- 
formation from  Europe.  A  letter  re- 
reived  in  Victoria  yesterday  from  a 
prominent  business  man  in  London  says 
"the  war  is  practically  over,"  The 
money  market  will  speedll.v  respond  to 
the  conditions  which  the  termination  of 
the  war  will  bring  about.  This  Will 
not  mean  that  money  will  at  once  be- 
come easy.  A  good  many  financial  obli- 
gations win  have  to  bo  Uquldatetl.  It 
Is  well  known  that  a.  largo  percentacc 
of  many  recent  loans  has  remained  .on 
the  linnds  of  the  underwriter."!.  To  work 
this  off  is  a  difficult  thing  when  the 
political  future  of  Europe  Is  uncertain. 
Men  who  have  money  to  invest  are  in- 
clined to  hold  on  to  It.  In  some  cases 
because  they  fear  to  tie  It  up  in  any- 
thing lest  Ihey  may  not  be  able  readily 
to  reallxe  on  their  investments  without 
loss,  and  In  ofher."*  because  they  are 
anticipating  a  drop  In  prices,  when  they 
can  buy  good  securities  at  a  tJiscount. 
With  the  restoration  of  peace,  this  ele- 
ment of  the  situation  will  be  ellmllkated, 
and  underwiltera  will  find  themselvea 
able  to  place  the  securities  now  In  their 
hands,  or  held  by  the  bknlta  •■  col- 
lateral. This  will  take  a  little  time; 
not  very  long,  pertwpa.  but  It  la  a  pro- 
cess that  must  be  cone  through  before 
financial  houaea  will  oommlt  tbaoMetve*

LONDON,  April  3.  —  Manitoba's

adian Issue  in  the  London  market  for  a 
Ions  time,  especially  as  loans  Issued  at 
a    premium    rarely    prove    r>opular. 

It  Is  said  that  this  is  the  first  issue 
that  has  heen  fully  subscribed  In  Lon- 
don for  some  time,  and^hat  It  was  over- 
subscribed, althougli  issued  at  a  prem- 
ium, rcfhH-ts  the  greatest  credit  up(m 
the  I'nion  Bank,  which  acted  as  the 
agents  of  the  Mnnlt6ba  Government. 
The   WlnnlpcK    TdeKi-am   says; 

General  Manager  G.  H.  Balfour,  of 
the  Union  Bank,  when  spoken  to,  stated 
that  the  issue  had  been  made  through 
the  London  .agents  of  the  bank,  and 
the  fact  that  the  loan  was  quite  suc- 
cessful, and  over-subscribed  was  most 
gratifying  Indeed,  and  spoke  well  for 
the  sunding  of  Manitoba  In  the  London 
money  market.  Mr.  Balfour  also 
thoug'bt  that  the  readiness  with  which 
the  loan  had  been  subscribed  was  an 
indication  that  financial  affairs  'in 
Kngland  were  aasumlnf  a  brighter 
outlook.

file  late  Field  .Marshal  Lord  Wolseley 
had  a  more  lasting  influence  on  the 
Army  than  eren  his  victories;.  It  is 
touch<-d  on  in  the  leader  about  him  In 
the  current  Weekly  Times,  but  curious- 
ly enough,  is  unmentioned  in  the  bio- 
graphy which  appears  alongside.  His 
most  important  work  for  the  Army  was 
little  known  outside,  but  Immmsely  ap- 
preclatei]  within  the  service.  As  the 
Times  says,  "He  established  a  new 
school  of  British  officers,  di.sabused  of 
the  notion  that  mere  bulldo.tr  courage 
and  tenacity  are  .«ufflclent  for  every 
military  purpose,  and  imbued  with  a 
fitting  sense  of  the  value  of  knowledge, 
forethought,  and  careful  preparation." 
This  most  splendid  work  he  accomi)llsli- 
ed  mainly  by  his  "Soldiers'  Pocket 
Book,"  not  too  large  to  be  carried  on 
active  service,  and  telling  young  officers 
bow  to  feed  their  men,  how  to  clothe 
and  lodge  them,  and  how  to  use  them 
to  advantage  b^ffire  the  enemy.  Many 
have  since  tilled  this  field,  hut  Lord 
Wolseley  first  broke  ground.  The  need 
for  his  book  was  endorsed  by  tlie  spi.'edy 
.appearance  from  otiier  pens  of  "The 
Surgeons'."  and  "The  Sailors'  "  pocket 
books.  His  book  went  through  many 
editions,  and  has  taught  myriads  of  of- 
ficers to  attend  to  the  fundamental  de- 
tails of  their  profession,  which  made 
for  success  In  war,  hut  which  are  apt 
to  remain  unknown  to  the  careless,  who 
vote    them    dull. 

Further,  his  example  was  an  Incen- 
tive to  the  keen  soldier.  At  a  time 
when  appointments  were  said  to  be 
served  out  only  by  social  or  family  in- 
terest a  young  soldier  asked  him  for 
advice  about  how  he  should  guide  him- 
self so  as  to  get  on.  "Try  to  get  killed," 
said  the  experienced  warrior,  and  truer, 
broader-minded  %dvice  was  never  given 
to  a  soldier.  He  had  tried  It  him- 
self, for  he  Is  first  heard  of  heading 
a  forlorn  .lOpe  In  Burmah  at  the  age 
of  20,  a  year  after  he  Joined  the  ser- 
vice. He  Is  still  greatly  appreciated 
In  the  army  hy  young  officers.  I^ist 
year  somebody  found  In  a  train  In  East- 
ern" Canada  an  old  doctor  who  had 
served  In  the  Red  River  Expedition  and 
bad  a  great  opinion  of  him.  In  the 
same  train  was  a  young  officer  of  the 
King's  PrlJie  Rifle  Corps,  and  It  was 
quite  interesting  to  see  how  the  young 
fellow  Jumped  to  make  acquaintance 
with  the  veteran  and  to  get  some  yarns 
out  of  him  when  he  heard  ho  appreciat- 
ed Lord  Wolseley.  The  end  of  his  of- 
ficial career  was  clouded  hy  the  disaster 
of  the  South  African  War.  It  is,  at 
any  rate,  possible  that  the  fault  was 
not  his.  He  ceased  to  be  Commander- 
in-Chief,  and  no  one  paid  much  atten- 
tion, and  there  was  only  a  dinner  given 
him  by  the  civilian  staff  of  the  War 
Office.  But  when  later  on,  the  House 
of  Lords  was  discussing  the  South  Af- 
rican meas,  Lord  Lanadowne,  the  Scare- 
tary  for  War,  said  the  Oovernment 
would  have  got  on  better  if  Lord  Wolse- 
ley had  not  at  first  told  them  <0,A00 
men  would  see  the  war  through.  Tea,

Wires  Trow  triniUpar 
WINNIPEG,  Man.,  April  i4._Another 
milestone  in  the  ma'rch  of  progress  of 
Interntulonal  communication  was  passed 
yesterday  morning,  when  Winnipeg,  by 
means  of  a  clever  invention  by  one  of 
the  engineers  of  the  postal  telegraph 
department  was  connecte<l  direct  with 
London,  England,  and  many  messages  of 
ft  congra.tulatory  nature  were  dispatched 
and  received. 

The  first  message,  which  flashed 
across  the  continent  and  over  the  sea 
to  the  Mother  Country,  was  .<<ent  and 
replied  to  at  12:20,  Winnipeg  time.

"Thanks;  and  London,  the  hub  of  the 
world,  looks  with  admiration  to  the  hub 
of  Canada." 

J.  McMillan,  superintendent  of  tele- 
graphs of  the  C.P.R.  in  Winnipeg,  was 
present  in  the  operating  room,  but  the 
message  was  sent  by  Operator  .T. 
tlolmes  and  Chief  Operator  Thomson,

bols which  make  up  tha  letters,  were 
heard  ;Rharply,  and  It  was  very  hard  fot- 
the  small  but  appreciative  audience  who

A  correspondent  of  The  Ni-w  Yoik  Post 
has  taken  the  tru\ihl(»  to  translalf  Into 
modfrn  Knglipli  a  jioem  of  tho  pdcI 
Oower  wlio  wrote  at  thi,  beKlnnhiK  or 
u,?  fifteenth  century.  It  is  very  inrl- 
ous  to  see  how  similar  his  cimipla int;? 
aro  to  those  which  so  many  of  us  make 
In    the  present   day. 

The  dl9sat1sfai:ttnii  of  thf<  joar  I40'l 
found  expression  In  the  following  sen- 
tencos; 

"The  trouble  l.s  thai  no  (inr  i.«i  fatl.s- 
flf;l  with  his  own  estate:  lord,  prolaf', 
coiniTioner — each  aocu.ics  tlio  other.  Th,- 
lower  riassi-s  blame  the  srentleman  and 
the  town.«man,  and  the  upper  classes 
blamo  the  lower,  and  all  is  in  confusion. 
Tlie  days  prophesied  by  Hoaea  are  oomo 
til  pasH,  when  there  shall  be  no  wisilom 
In  the  earth,  I  know  not  if  the  faiiU 
lie  with  laymen  or  witli  churchmen,  but 
all  unite  in  the  tomnion  cry:  "Tlie  times 
are  bad,   the   times  are  bad." 

The  dishonesty  and  the  selfishness  of 
tho  purveyors  of  food  and  ilrink  art- 
noted  by  the  chronicler  of  that  far-nwai- 
time  and   he  says: 

'.Man  Is  so  constituted  as  to  rprjuire 
above  all  else  food  and  drink.  So  it  is 
no  wonder  if  I  speak  of  vlctualers, 
whose  principle  It  Is  to  deceive  and  to 
pracilcp  fraud.  I  will  begin  as  an  tn- 
Btsnce  with  the  tavorn-keeper  and  his 
\.-ine  cellar.  If  his  red  or  white  wine 
lopes  Its  proper  color,  he  mixes  It  free- 
ly to  procure  the  desired  shade.  If  I 
step  in  to  fill  my  flask,  he  jrlves  me  of 
his  best  wine  to  taste,  and  then  fills  my 
flask  with  some  cheap  stuff.  He  pre- 
tends to  have  any  foreign  vintage  that 
anyone  <le*lres,  hut  under  divers  names 
he  draws  ten  kinds  from  one  barrel.  The 
poor  people  complain  with  reason  that 
their  beer  is  made  from  an  inferior 
quality  of  irraln,  while  good  beer  Is  al- 
most as  dear  as  wine.  If  you  give  an 
order  for  beer  to  be  delivered  at  the 
house,  the  Inn-keeper  will  send  you  a 
good  quality  once  or  twice  till  he  geta 
your  trade  and  then  he  aends  worse  at 
the  same  price. 

"Everyone  in  the  city  is  complaining 
of  tn*  Mhort  weight  loaves  the  balcera 
aell,  and  wheat  la  atorad  with  the  inten- 
tion to  fearrst  tHa  prie.  of  kread.  /Kath- 
er  you  r.uy  at  Wholeaals  or  ratall,  i^ou

price  for  beef  or  lamb.  Lean  beef  Is 
fattened  by  larding  it  but  the  skewers 
are  left  In  to  ruin  the  carver's  knife. 
Til  fetch  their  price,  butchers  often 
hold  back  meat  until  it  Is  bad,  when 
thty  try  to  sell  It  rather  than  cast  It 
to  tho  dogs.  PoultererH  sell  aa  fresli 
game  what  hax  tietn  killed  ten  days  Ire- 
fore." 

Whatever  may  have  ihanged  since 
the  days  of  thl.<j  pt- ssltiilHtlc  poet,  it  Is 
evident  that  humaVi  nature  Is  vcr>-  much 
the  same  aa  It  was  five  hundre<l  years 
ego. 


Bdacatlon  of   CHrls 

This  is  the  last  quarter  of  the  school 
term  and  many  parent.^*  f»tid  their 
daufthters  aie  beginning  to  make  plans 
for  the  coming  year.  In  the  public 
schools  the  Birls  In  the  hightst  gra<1e 
as  well  as  thoir  brotherp  and  boy 
friends  are  pi'eparlnR'  for  the  entrance 
fxttinlnation.  Those  girls  who  Intend 
to  be  teachers  will  enter  the  High 
School,  as  ft  mnltei'  of  course,  and  the 
majority  will  sta.v  iit  least  two  years 
If  they  do  not  remain  till  they  hSjVe 
matrfculated.  The  advantage  .  t&  ;'|ll.e 
teacher  of  as  complete  an  education  as 
possible  Is  now  recognl'zed  by  parents 
and   Intending  candidates. 

But  If  the  pupil  Intends  to  be  a  t»»»lif« 
or  a  stenographer  or  to  follow,  any  of 
the  mechanical  emiiloy merits,  the  ma- 
jority of  i^rentft  sisV  lio  advantage  in 
going  to  high  achooK  A  l^ew  send  the 
glrla  to  take  the  commercial  oc^urae, 
but  many  more  prefer  that  their  daugh- 
ters ahall  take  a  training  In  stenog- 
raphy and  typewriting  alone,  saving 
part  of  the  time  usually  spent  at  school. 

As  for  nurses,  it  la  not  considered 
necessary  that  they  shall  study  after 
they  have  passed  the  entrance  examina- 
tion creditably.  It  will  be  much  better. 
It  is  thoutfht.  for  a  girl  to  stay  at  home 


and  help  her  mother  or  to  take  up  some 
temporary  employment  that  will  occupy 
her  until  she  Is  old  enough  to  go  into 
the  hospital  to  train.  As  for  the  dress- 
makers, nritHnera  or  stiver  apprentlcos,- 
the  sooner  they  begin  their  practical 
training  the  better,  and  it  is  quite  need- 
less for  the  little  cash  girls  to  go  on 
with  their  school  work. 

People  who  talk  and  act  In  this  way 
forget  that  a  good  and  wise  woman  will 
do  the  work,  whatever  It  may  be,  better 
than  one  who  la  only  half  educated  and 
that,  after  all,  the  individual  Is  more 
Important  than  the  work  she  does.  To 
the  majority  of  women  wage-earning  oc- 
cupies a  small  part  of  life,  home  making 
and  all  that  it  Implies  Is  the  vocation 
to  which  they  arc  called.  That  a  liberal 
education  Is  to  be  desired  by  thgse  who 
are  t6  be  the  mothers  of  the  Canadian 
men  and  -women  of  the  future,  will  b3 
denied  by  few. 

But  taking  the  narrower  view  that 
education  prepares  for  wage  sarnlns, 
those  who  employ  stenographers  will 
testify  that  the  girl  who  only  has  the 
ave!MCgy>»qimont'8Chool  education,  un- 
les^^1<la  su^f,D«^ted  by  wide  reading, 
will  raHlybe  fitted  to,  dfi .  th*  highest 
class  of  work,  eviMl.  With'  much  prac- 
tice.  ■'     '     •-■:  '  •■■•    '      ■'     '^-     -■.- 

Aa  for  the  nurfle,  the  members  of  that 
calling  are  united  in  their  advocacy  of 
muchi'  higher  educational  qualification 
than  is  at  present  demanded.  The  Can- 
adian N'urse  In  its  leading  article  for 
the  current  month  advocates  with  much 
force  and  ability  the  higher  education  of 
candidates  for  hospital   training.* 

It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  before  *iDm(f  It 
will  be  found  possible  to  give  Ailrls  such 
a  training  for  the  work  of  saleswomen, 
while  they  are  still  at  school,  that  their 
employers  will  be  saved  the  loss  which 
is  the  result  of  Ignorance.  This  1»  now 
being  done  in  many  large  cities  and  In 
the  German   trade  schools. 

Kot  all  parents  know  how  valuable  i.s 
the  buslne8.«(  course  at  present  given  in 
our  High  School.  It  will  be  well  if  the 
young  people  themselves  and  their 
guardians  consider  whether  It  Is  t«e- 
essary  to  take  children  from  School  at 
the  age  of  fourteen  or  fifteen.  Few  girls 
,'iri-  rtttC'l  at  so  early  an  age  to  face 
the  Temptations  and  the  trials  of  a  life 
away  from  home  and  they  ought  not  to 
be  allowed,  much  less  asked  to  do  so, 
unless  under  the  pressure  of  necessity. 
To  keep  girls?  partially  Idle  at  home 
is  still  less  advisable.  Tliese  are  mat- 
ters upon  which  a  decision  sliould  be 
ma<lci  in  the  closing  vveelis  of  the  school 
year.

Sir: — I  would  ask  for  further  space 
In  you  valuable  paper  to  state  a  few 
more  facts  regarding  the  dimcultles 
iriet  with  by  anyone  with  Kuf.'iclent  te- 
merity to  attempt  getting  a  plan  regis- 
tered under  the  Land  Registry  Act. 
Amendment   Act    1913. 

After  careful  study  of  the  Act  as 
amended  and  with  an  earnest  desire  to 
comply  to  every  letter  of  the  same,  aa 
set  forth,  and  with  the  assistance  of  tho 
best  legal  advice  obtainable,  one  finds 
difTlcultieK  never  <lreamed  of,  and  condi- 
tions never  mentioned  hi  the  Act — such 
a.'^  the  limiting  of  the  length  of  all 
lilock.s  to  six  hundred  feet.  Nowhere  in 
the  Act  Is  there  a  word  said  about  this, 
but  the  Inspector  of  Legal  Offices  takes 
U  upon  himself  to  lay  down  the  law 
that  no  blocks  shall  be  longer  than  six 
hundred  feet  without  a  cross  road,  even 
whsn  four  miles  out  in  the  country,  and 
In  a  most  arbitrary  manner  Insists  on 
his  decision  being  carried  out,  under 
penalty  of  refusal  of  the  plan,  without 
being  able  to  cite  any  authority  for  his 
action.  This  gentleman  seems  to  take 
upon  himself  the  office  of  Lleut.-Gov- 
ernor  in  Council,  and  It  would  seem  In 
reading  the  Land  Registry  Amendment 
Act,  1913,  that  wherever  the  words 
"Lleut.-Governor  In  Council"  appear,  he 
would  have  you  read  "Inspector  of  Le- 
gal  Offices." 

Tho  Land  Registry  Office  has  a  com- 
petent official  whose  duty  It  Is  to  look 
into  all  plans  of  subdivisions  deposited 
tor  registration,,  and  pass  upon  the 
same.  Surely,  with  all  the  data  at  hand 
regarding  contiguous  subdivisions,  his 
opinion  ahould  count  for  aomethlng,  but 
no.  If  for  any  reason  you  are  referred 
by  him  to  the  Attorney-General's  office 
for  relief  regarding,  say.  the  giving  of 
83-fept  road  allowances  on  your  bound- 
aries, or  some  other  slight  deviation 
from  tho  Act.  all  sight  is  lost  of.  the 
fact  that  the  plan,  after  thorough  In- 
vestigation by  him,  has  Ixeen  otherwise 
O.  K.VI,  and  the  Inspector  of  Legal  Oi- 
iflces  starts  In  to  suggest  all  aorta  of 
unnecessary  and  costly  alterations, 
without  any  knowledge  of  extatlng.con- 
ditlona,  and  without  being  able  to  give 
any  vaU4  raaaona  for  such  alteratlona

The    Brydock 

.Sir. — I  have  followed  with  consider- 
able interest  the  discussion  on  the  sub- 
ject of  a  I'acific  Coast  drydock,  and  In 
c^onnectlon  therewith  would  venture  a 
few  remarks. 

Our  neighbors  rf  the  Mainland  are 
vigorous  In  their  demands  for  the  dry- 
dock  to  be  located  there — but  apparently 
have  overlooked  one  very  vital  neces- 
sity— that   of    fortifications. 

Wherever  the  drydock  is  located  it 
will  be  necessary  to  place  fortifications 
of  very  considerable  magnitude  for  its 
defence. 

Bearing  this  in  mind,  would  It  not 
be  the  more  logical  procerlure  to  place 
the  dock  In  a  harbor  which  Is  already 
tolerably  well  fortified?

Its  fortifications  are  fairly  good  and  can 
be  easily  brought  to  a  high  state  of 
efficiency  as  regards  material,  while  the 
personnel  leaves  very  little  to  be  de- 
sired. No.  6  Company.  R.C.G.A..  has 
made  a  record  In  the  past  year  of  which 
they  ma.y  Justly  be  proud,  while  the 
local  militia  regiment  wou.d  do  credit 
to  any  commanding  officer. 

I  believe  the  proposal  for  a  drydock 
is  such  as  to  make  It  useful  from  a 
naval  as  well  as  a  commercial  stand- 
point. This  being  the  case,  will  render 
it  all  the  more  desirable  that  It  should 
be  well  protected,  for  a  drydock  with  a 
battleship  in  It  would  Indeed  be  a  glori- 
ous prize  for  any  torpedo  boat  com- 
mander.

which  might  block  the  harbor  develop- 
ment work.  The  Mayor  declared  that 
if,  In  the  word.«i  of  the  telegram,  the 
Council's  action  has  resulted  In  an  "e.v 
tremely  aggrsvated"  situation.  It  was 
no  fault  of  his  but  of  The  Colonist, 
which  had  construed  his  words  in  a 
manner    they    did    not    warrant.  , 

I>ast  year's  Council,  he  ssld,  could 
have  removed  the  dlsaliillty  Hgaln.«l 
the  lanti  a.>i  park  land  by  having  legis- 
lation passed  by  the  Province  and  then 
the  land  turned  back  to  the  city  in 
position  to  be  made  a  basis  of  ne- 
gntlHtlon  with  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment. But  last  year,  when  arrangements 
were  made,  neither  the  members  of  the 
Council  nor  the  citiiseni  knew  what 
the  real  effect  of  the  Council's  action 
would  be.  They  did  not  know  that  it 
meant  n  vlrt\ial  gift  without  any 
stinulatlon  as  to  civic  control  of  the 
harbor  facimies.  The  Federal  authori- 
ties have  decided  to  erect  a  sea  wall 
around  the  feserve  lands  and  fill  In 
bwhlnd,  but  there  had  been  no  request 
to  the  Provincial  Government  that  any 
part  of  the  reserve  lands  should  be 
given   lo  the  Dominion. 

"The  trouble  la,"  declared  ills 
Worship."  each  time  I  «:«  off  this 
Council  something  Is  done  to  alienate 
city  lan'l.  There  is  no  single  1n.><tance 
wheiv>  the  Dominion  has  forced  the  city 
to  give  up  Its  land  In  return  for  a  vote 
for  harbor  facilities.  On  the  contrary 
other  i.'ities  ha\  o  retained  their  water- 
front, and,  In  the  case  of  New  West- 
minster, the  Oovernmant  added  to  the 
land  already  owned   by  the  city."

tawa.  That  Government  has  a  certain 
paternal  interest  in  everx  city  and  Vic- 
toria Is  entitled  to  a  certain  percentage 
of  the  Federil  expeditur^  for  harbor 
facilities.  Vancouver,  too,  is  entitled  to 
its  share,  and  Victoria  should  do  noth- 
ing to  prevent  that  city  from  securing 
her  proper  share. 

The  Mayor  suggested  sending  a  tele- 
gram to  the  city's  delegation  at  Ottawa 
to  tha  following  effect:  "Council  makes 
no  suggestion  of  repudiation,  only  con- 
siders ultimate  control  of  lands  in  re- 
lation   to    future    harbor    developments." 

Mayor  Morley  then  turned  hia  atten- 
tion to  Alderman  Cuthbert,  whom  he 
accused  of  having  sent  a  telegram  to 
Ottawa  on  Friday  night  belittling  Hia 
Worship.  He  asserted  Alderman  C^uth- 
bert  in  Council  session  had  talked  of 
repudiation,  but  when  at  the  legislative 
buildings  he  had  switched  and  talked 
of  the  city  ultimately  being  in  the  po- 
sition to  Insist  on  a  quid  pro  quo  for 
the   land   given. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  declared  the  Mayor 
was  stating  untruths,  and  for  some  min- 
utes he  and  the  Mayor  verbally  sparred, 
regardless  of  the  expostulations  of  Al- 
derman Gleasoii.  who  had  taken  the 
chair   while   the   Mayor   was   Hpeakiiig. 

Alderman  McXeill  believed  tlie  time 
inopportune  for  making  trouble  over 
l.nst  year's  action.  No  effort  should  be 
spared  to  secure  a  harbor  commission 
on  which  the  city  should  have  proper 
representation  but  in  the  meantime  no 
step  should  be  taken  which  might 
prejtidlc-e  negotiations  now  under  way., 
To  go  back  on  what  last  year's  Council 
did  would  simply  amount  to  repudia- 
,tion. 

Decry   Any   Attempt. 

Alderman  Dilworth,  too,  decryed  any 
attempt  at  lnterferin|r  at  thia  stage, 
•especial iT^^HTtign  Vancouver  ig' Bceitlng  to 
block    Victoria's    plans. 

Alderman  Gleasun  believed  the  Coun- 
cil was  only  too  willing  to  do  its  Ut- 
most in  the  interest.")  of  the  city.  He 
had  Kecondoii  the  resolution  which  la.st 
year's  Council  had  pa.ssed  granting  the 
land  to  the  Dominion  Government.  The 
then  Council  was  Weil  to  believe  that 
the  Government  coitld  not  let  the  con- 
tract for  the  breakwater  tinles.s  it  had 
ct;ntrol  of  the  land.  It  could  expropri- 
ate but  tliat  would  mean  delay  while 
compen.satlon  was  being  arranged  and 
prompt  action  was  required.  At  that 
time  there  were  no  two  opinions  as  to 
the  attittKle  which  the  then  Council 
should  take  and  everyone  who  recog- 
nl^ted  the  importance  of  the  matter  to 
the  welfare  of  Victoria,  was  ;.;.".an)- 
mously  in  accord  with  the  Councir.<!  ac- 
tion. But,  Alderman  Gleaaon  expiained, 
he  has  been  advised  that  the  land  had 
already  been  expropriated  by  the  Feil- 
eral  Government  previous  to  the  pass- 
ing of  the  resolution  by  the  Council 
last  year  and  that  the  papers  .showing 
this  step  are  now  in  the  hand.s  of  Mr. 
Robertson,  agent  of  Marine  and  Ki.^h- 
erles  here.  The  whole  idea  of  last 
year's  Council  was  that  there  »lH)uld 
!.■•  no  opposition  to  the  work.  .Vow 
when  the  city  has  a  delegation  at  Ot- 
tawa it  should  strongly  s\ipport  it.  \'ic- 
torlans  know  how,  for  years,  this  city 
liart  persistently  en<teavored  to  induce 
the  Federal  Government  to  recognize 
Victoria's  claim  to  a  proper  share  of 
public  expenditure  and  now  that  it  ap- 
pears the  Government  Is  recognizing 
this  claim  it  would  l>c  a  great  mistake 
to  do  anything  to  defeat  that  object, 
it  Is  this  city's  .place  to  use  every  in- 
Jh.ence  at  Ottawa  to  oppose  any  attempt 
b\  Vancouver  to  secure  work  which 
shoul<l    coma    here. 

7c«liatr  to   Oo   Baek. 

.\lderman  Gleason  e::pressed  his  sor- 
rrw  that  the  Mayor's  view  of  the  mat- 
ter had  not  been  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  last  year's  Council  but  the  city, 
having  gone  so- far,  would  be  foollfllt  to 
g'j  back.  He  believed  the  (Jovernment 
could  be  trusted  to  appoint  a  proper 
comml-sslon  for  the  government  of  the 
harbor    works. 

Alderman  Houston  urged  that  the 
<ieleg«tion  now  In  Ottawa  be  advised 
thai  tlie  Council  ha.s  no  intention  of 
repudiating  last  year's  act  and  Alder- 
i!if,n  Porter  heartily  aupported  this  sug- 
gestion. 

The  report,  on  a  vote  being  taken. 
was  adopted,  Alderman  Ctithbert,  Glea- 
son, Porter,  Houston,  Mc.Velll,  Fuller- 
ton,  Dilworth  voting  for  tt  while  the 
JIayor  and  .\Idermen  Jleston  and  Hum- 
ber    voted    against    It. 

Alderman  Cuthbert's  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  the  Mayor  and  some  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  should  be  sent  to 
Ottawa  to  urge  Esqulmait's  claims  to 
the  dryddck.  In  view  of  the  action  of 
Vancouver  in  aending  a  delegation  to 
ucek  that  work,  or  that  the  delegation 
now  In  Ottawa  he  requested  to  remain 
.there,  was  shortly  discussed.  As  the 
city's  delegation  has  already  been  noti- 
fied to  remain  In  the  capital  Alderman 
Cuthbert  altered  his.  resolution  to  read 
as    follows: 

"That  this  Council  desires  to  expresM 
itn  unqualifled  approval  of  the  action 
of  the  Dominion  Governmert  in  under- 
taking to  provide  a  subsidy  for  a  large 
drydock  at  Fsquimalt,  the  location.  In 
the  opinion  of  this  Council,  being  of

imity to  the  Pacific  Ocean;  and  a  copy 
of  this  resohitlon  be  wired  to  G,  H. 
Barnard,  M.  P.,  F.  H.  Shepherd,  M.  P.. 
H.  B.  Thomjjon.  M.  P.  P.,  and  Capt.  LO- 
gan,  with  a  request  to  submit  the  .lame. 
to  the  Right  Honorable  R.  L.  Borden 
and  his  Oovernment;  and  assure  them 
of  the  unanimous  support  of  this  Coun- 
cil In  all  matters  ip  relation  thereto."

Official  announcement  has  been  inade 
that  Captain  John  D.  Macpherson,  mas- 
ter of  the  Dominion  Government  light- 
house tender  Quadra,  has  been  appointed 
to  the  position  of  wreclt  commissioner, 
with  Jurisdiction  over  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Coast.

charge. Captain  Macpherson,  wlio  is 
forty-seven  years  of  age,  was  born  at 
Singapore,  and  Is  the  son  of  the  late 
Colonel  Macpherson,  who  was  'formerly 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Straits  Set- 
tlements. 

During  the  early  part  of  his  career. 
Captain  Macpherson  served  aboard  the 
training  ship  Worcester,  and  as  early 
as  1887  he  joined  the  Pacific  Steam 
Navigation  Company,  plying  between 
London,  Australia  and  South  America. 
For  nineteen  years  he  remained  in  the 
service  of  the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation 
Company,  and  during  that  time  his  pro- 
motion was  ste«dy  and  persistent.

Over  One  Hundred  First  and 
Second  Cabin  Passengers 
From  Monteagle  Released 
From  William  Head. 


Released  from  quarantine  after  being 
closely  contlned  at  William  Head  for 
fifteen  days,  130  first  and  second 
cabin  passengers,  who  wero  de- 
tained by  the  authorities  when  ar- 
riving aboard  the  Canadian-Paclflo 
steamship  Monteagle,  owing  to  a  case 
of  smallpox  having  developed  during 
the  voyage,  arrived  at  the  Outer  Docks 
at  7:30  last  night  aboard  the  steamer 
Princess  Beatrice,  and  left  shortly 
afterwards  for  Vancouver.

Fine 
weather  favored  the  passengers  during 
their  enforced  stay  on  the  Island,  and 
the  out-door  sports  that  were  Indulged 
in  helped  to  make  the  time  pass  all 
too  quickly  for  those  who  were  in  no 
particular  hurry  to  reach  their  desti- 
nation. Only  two  or  three  disembarked 
from  the  Princess  Beatrice  at  Victoria, 
the    others    proceeding    to    Vancouver.

Anniversary  of  Titanic  Dis- 
aster, Which  Staggered  the 
Whole  World,  Vividly  Recalls 
Heroism  Displayed, 


Twelve  months  ago  today  humanity 
was  staggered  by  the  awful  catastrophe 
which  plunged  the  whole  world  into 
njourning  when  the  huge  White  Star 
liner  Titanic  sank  to  her  doom  with 
1,595  souls  who  heroically  met  their 
end  In  the  Icy  waters  of  the  Atlantic. 
t>w  there  are  In  the  civilized  world 
who  do  not  recall  with  horror  the  news 
that  was  flashed  far  and  wide  one 
>  ear  ago  this  morning  giving  de- 
tails of  the  most  tremendous  marine 
calamity  of  modern  tjmes.  On  hisr 
maiden  voyage  the  Titanic  was  en- 
deavoring to  eclipse  anything  in  the 
r.l-.apc  of  speed  records,  when  shortly 
before  midnight  as  she  neared  the 
Newfoundland  Coast,  the  huge  monster 
of  the  deep  crashed  Into  the  mountain- 
ous iceberg  which  tore  the  bottom  com- 
pletely out  of  her.  Within  the  short 
space  of  two  hours  the  vessel  settled  and 
then  with  a  mighty  plunge  dived  to  her 
lust  resting  place,  two  miles  below  the 
surface  of, the  Atlantic,  carrying  with 
her  all  those  unfortunateii  who  could 
not  be  accommodated  In  the  Insufficient 
number  of  Itfeboata  carried  aboard  the 
greatest  vessel  ever  launched  up  to 
that  time.

Under  full  steam  on  her  southbound 
passage  to  Victoria  from  Skagway,  the

Sophia,  Captain  Campbell,  struck  on  the 
dangerous  reefs  of  Sentinel  Island, 
Lynn  Canal,  sustaining  slight  injuries 
to  her  hull.  Late  wlrek-ss  me.ssaKi  s 
from  Captain  Campbell  received  at  the 
C,  P.  R,  offices,  indicate  that  the  pas- 
sengers are  in  no  danger  an  the  for'ard 
bulkhead  effectively  prevented  the  wat- 
er from  entering  the  vesBel's  hold.  The 
Princess  Sophia  is  now  (in  her  way 
south  and  is  proceeding  under  her  own 
steam. 

By  a  remarkable  coincidence  the 
Sophia  went  ashore  within  a  hundred 
yards  of  where  the  C.  P.  R.  steamer 
Princess  May  went  ashore  some  two 
years  ago,  and  more  remarkable  still 
one  struck  within  a  few  minutes  of 
•the  time  the  May  piled  up  on  the  south- 
ern end  of  the  Lynn  Canal. 

The  Sophia  left  Skagway  lat«  on'  Sat- 
urday night  with  about  a  dozen  saloon 
passengero  for  Vancouver  and  Victoria, 
and  at  2:10  a.m.  on  Sunday  she  struck 
hard  on  the  rocks  and  remained  fa-st 
for  two  hours,  when  she  floated  off 
with  the  Incoming  tide.  According  to 
llio  meagre  details  given  by  wireless 
the  steel  forepeak  Is  damaged  under  the 
waterllne.  and  It  Is  feared  that  further 
dlamage  was  sustained  on  the  port  side 
of  the  steamer's  bow. 

Bulkhaada  Kept  Out  Water 

Upon  examination  below  it  was  found 
that  the  bulkheads  were  tight,  and  Cap- 
tain Campbell  Immediately  headed  his 
vessel  for  Juneau.  At  the  latter  port 
further  inspection  was  made  by  Inspec- 
tor Whitney,  who  founnd  that  while  a 
big  dent  had  been  stove  In  her  forward 
plates,  the  vessel  was  not  seriously 
leaking.  She  was  permitted  to  con- 
tinue her  voyage  to  Victoria,  but  not 
allowed    to    take    any    more    passengers. 

The  vessel's  double-bottom  saved  her 
from  sinking.  Last  night  the  C.  P.  R. 
Coast  Ser\'tce  was  further  advised  by 
wireless  that  the  Sophia  had  reached 
Prince  Rupert  at  3  p.m..  and,  although 
the  passengers  were  given  the  option  of 
transferring  to  another  boat  at  Prince 
"^..upcrt,  they  declined,  perfectly  satis- 
fled  that  there  was  not  the  slightest 
danger  In  continuing  the  passage  aboard 
the  Sophia  to  Vancouver.  The  dam- 
aged ves.s^l  Is  expected  to  reach  Van- 
couver tomorrow  morning,  and  will  ar- 
rive here  on  schedule  during  the  same 
afternoon. 

Pilot  Hughes  was  at  the  helm  when 
the  Sophia  struck,  according  to  advices 
received    here    from    .Tuneau. 

The  Princess  Sophia  Is  a  steel  steam- 
ship, 290  feet  In  length,  40  feet  beam, 
anti  21  feet  deep.  Her  gross  tonnage  is 
2,820  tons.  She  was  built  at  New- 
castle and  Is  one  of  the  latest  steamers 
to  be  placed  In  the  C.  P.  R.  service  on 
this   Coast.

In  \lew  of  the  fnishap  to  the  Sophia, 
Mr.  Lincoln  Smith,  assistant  to  Captain 
Troup,  last  night  stated  that  the  steam- 
er Princess  May,  Captain  Mcl^eod,  will 
resume  the  Skagway  service  from  this 
port  on  Friday  night,  and  Vancouver 
on  Saturday  night.  Most  of  tlio  In- 
terior work  has  been  completed,  and  al- 
though the  painting  of  the  hull  will 
have  to  be  delayed,  the  May  wlll.be  in 
the  be.st  of  shape  when  she  leaves  on 
the   northern   run.

Jlall.  the  city's  medical  health  orflcer, 
the>  special  Council  committee  compoBed 
of  Alrtornien  McCandleas,  DilwortU  and 
HoiJBton.  who  recently  Inveatlgatod  the 
charges  laid  by  Mr.  F.  Kermode  agaiiiMt 
the  official,  submitted  lt«  finding  to 
the  City  Council  latit  night.  The  Inves- 
tigation followed  charges  made  by  Mr. 
Kermode  relative  to  the,,  treatment, 
which,  he  alleged,  had  been  meted  out 
to  his  daughter  when  »he  was  sent  to 
the  Isolation  hospital,  supposed  to  he 
HUffering  from  scarlet  fever,  when,  an 
a  matter  of  fact,  she  was  afflicted  with 
a  mild  case  of  German  measl€S.  Mr. 
Kermode  had  oomplalned  to  Mayor  Mor- 
ley.  who  advised  him  to  write  to  the 
Council    and    demand    an    Investigation.

Aldermaa  MoNelU  said  that  If  the  city 
paid  the  whol«'  cost  of  the  treatment  or 
patients  while  In  the  Isolation  hospital 
as  It  should,  "because  such  an  Instltu. 
tlon  la  for  the  public  protection,  then 
It  would  not  be  difficult  to  regulate  af- 
fairs there;  but  as  at  present  conducted, 
people  paying  for  their  treatment 
should  be  parmltLed  to  have  ♦heir  own 
doctors,

sent from  the  city, 

"It  afterwards  developed  that  the 
child  wa.""  siifferinK  from  an  Infectious 
disease  of  a  milder  natur«>,  viz.,  (lerman 
measles. 

"The  child  was,  throughout,  tinder  the 
treatment  of  h»r  own  physician,  and  the 
meiflcal  health  officer,  therefore,  did  not 
have  medical  charge  of  the  case,  being 
responsible  only  for  the  conduct  of  the 
hospital  staff.  In  seeing  that  the  attend- 
ing physician's  order.s  were  compUt-d 
with  and  necessary  medicines  furnished, 
etc 

"We  sympatliize  with  Mr.  HRirmode  in 
ihls  unfortunate  matter,  but,  as  on  the 
evidence  before  us,  the  diagnosis  of  the 
jihyalcian  was  unciuallfied  as  to  the  na- 
ture of  the  disease,  wo  cannot  see  htat 
he  has  any  cause  for  complaint  ag-ainst 
the  city."
